Benjamin Franklin stood in the rain 
nearly 200 years ago with the string 
of a flying kite in hts hand. Franklin 
discov ered there is electricity in the 
eir. 
H a rry E. Perrigo, a Kansas City, 
Mo., electrician, is said to hav e discov ­ 
ered how to capture and imprison this 
electricity and harne ss it for the use 
of mank ind. If he is not mistak en in 
his discov ery if will rev olutionize the 
world so far as the power industry 1*> 
concerned. 
Perrigo has caught the wild v oltage 
d the air; has by m e a ns of an acc um ­ 
ulator, tak en the high powered cur­ 
rents and reduced them to 
a 
point 
w here they can be handled. He ex 
plains the accumulator by saying that 
by twisting coils in a certain wav so 
as to break the electrical currents in 
the air, he i« 
enable d 
to 
Imprison 
them by reducing them, then stopping 
them up. Then he puts it to work in 
•he sa m e manner as the electricity 
ihat is bought from the light compan­ 
ies. 


The dev ice that is to do all this is 
t small box in which a re contained 
the coils. The secret is closely guaiti­ 
ed. The box is about 
9x6 inches and 
ibout 2 inches high. Once installed, 
Perrigo says, there will be no further 
expense. Pow er for lighting, heating, 
cook ing and for all household work 
will flow constantly and cost nothing 
Perrigo concluded more than a year 
ego that there was free electricity in 
the air. For months he 
his wak ­ 
ing hours in work and study until one 
r ight success crowned his efforts. lie 
caught the energizing element. But he 
caught it in his bare ha nds and paid 
rho penalty by being k nock ed uncon­ 
scious. 
Hav ing satisfied himself that he was 
t n the right track , Perrigo quit his Job 
turned a shed in his hack yard into a 
work shop and has liv ed there almost 
constantly ev er since, 
except 
when 
Mrs. Perrigo compels him to leav e for 
food or sleep. 
T he re in his work shop most of Per- 
rfgo's experiments hav e been carried 
on. There he has Ids coils, his light;;, 
his hundred and one contriv ances for 
ta r r ying on his tests. Copper wires arc 
stru ng from hoops crosswise of the 
• com. Switches and transformers and 
other things are Innumerable. To P e r­ 
rigo it is all plain, to the tyro it Is 
mysterious. Yet 
Ik* shows you how it 
<s done There are no wires that could 
possibly lead to a supply of electricity. 
H e merely throws a switch, the ac­ 
cum ulator begins to hump and before 
v our eyes the 40 watt tungsten lamps 
nurst into light. 
Perrigo’s work has not been u na l­ 
lended by danger. 
On four occasions 
V- has receiv ed the full v oltage of l to 
force he is att em pting to control. He 
st a nd s on a marble slab and between 
It and a rubber pad are warm news­ 
papers. He wears rubber soled shoes 
and rubber glov es. Often, absorbed in 
iiis work he 
forgets, 
then - a 
him* 
flame In his hands, a splutt er and a 
pop and the police pulm otor and a phy- 
eian are rushing at brea k neck speed 
:o sav e his life again. Lately he has 
had his family physician present when 
lie carried on his tests. 11» ; fears one 
called from a distance might prov e too 
late. 
One more big t «*,-1 and the Inv ention 
will be complete. Perrigo says. Thai 
test will be made when he has 
p e r f e c t 
ed certain dev ices he is mak ing for hi< 
awn protection from the monste r with 
which he wrestles. 
“ All that is lack ing now is 
a 
f< w 
minor details,” says Perrigo. ''The» » 
a patent and my inv ention is ready for 
flic world.” 
And to mak e certain that his inv en | 
tion does not die with him because of 
come accident, Perrigo has if drawn 
<iut in the most minute of details and 
it ek ed them in a sefety deposit v ault 
k nown only to his 
wife. If Ik* dies she 
will see that his work is carried on. 
Perrigo's great fear Is that an a t­ 
tempt will he made to steal his inv en­ 
tion. It would be worth millions to any 
electrical concern if It is W’hat he be­ 
liev es. His home is a v eritable arsenal. 
A loaded rev olv er is always at hand 
where v er Perrigo goes about his work . 
His wife is constantly ne a r him when 
he is in his shop. The shop doors and 
windows are guarded by lock s 
and 
bars. The little box with Perrigo's se­ 
cret is k ept In a safe when ho la not 
tink ering with it. 
And Mrs. Perrigo? She 
suffers 
a 
thou sand times a day. 
Enthusia tic 
and balancing him in his dreams, she 
furnishes the practical, common sense 
suggestions that 
hav e 
helped 
him 
along. Some day, howev er, she fears 
the pulmotors may not. prev ail. Some 
day she fears Perrigo will forget. Tlia* 
is v .hv ev ery time he goes Into the 
w or k s hop 
he hears » ho warning. 
“ Harry, be careful. Use switches in 
stead of your hands."
